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ALEXANDER WILLIAMS, STATE ATTORNEY, 
KEYNOTES BLACK HISTORY MONTH CEREMONY 


WASHINGTON--The status of black Americans today has not been fully 
shaped and will take renewed commitment from all Americans for blacks to 
win their full freedom. 


This view was expressed by Alexander Williams, state's attorney for 
Prince George's County, Md., keynote speaker at the Black History Month 
opening ceremony at the U.S. Labor Department. 


Williams, the first black elected to the post of state's Attorney for 
Prince George's County, is a native of Washington, D.C. 


Addressing the program's theme, "The Constitutional Status of Afro- 
Americans Into the 21st Century," Williams observed that The United States 
has seen the "determined struggle of black Americans" to ensure that “all 
men are created equal" is the prevailing doctrine of the land. 


Afro-Americans, William said, have a marvelous history, one to be 
proud of, and the struggle of blacks has gone forward despite insuperable 
odds. 


In reviewing the history of the Constitution and blacks, Williams 
noted that “despite whatever restrictions and obstacles were put on Afro- 
Americans, they never gave up the fight to be citizens." 


Historic battles to achieve human dignity and human rights were waged 
by black Americans and others who had concern for the term, “all men are 
created equal," Williams noted. 


"It's been a long and very bitter struggle, but there has been 
tremendous progress," Williams added. 


Integration was a means to an end, but not the prize. The real prize 
is freedom...and as we approah the year 2000, I say the future belongs to 
all of us," Williams said.

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FUTURE OFFERS BLACKS HOPE, OPPORTUNITIES 
AS NATION APPROACHES 21ST CENTURY, LABOR SECRETARY SAYS 


WASHINGTON--Secretary of Labor Ann McLaughlin opened Black History 
Month at the U.S. Department of Labor and said the nation can reflect with 
pride on past contributions of black Americans. 


She expressed optimism that the future for blacks holds hope because 
of new jobs being created and other opportunities as the nation moves 
toward the 21st century. 


Black Americans, she added, will contribute even more in the future 
to the social, political and economic progress of the nation. 


McLaughlin said the Labor Department, in carrying out its mission, 
seeks to help prepare the work force for the future, a period she 
described as “an exciting time of dynamic changes." 


The future will. present tremendous opportunities for black Americans 
and other minorities, who will hold a much larger percentage of jobs than 
they do now, she said. 


As the nation creates more service and high tech jobs, the economy will 
demand higher job skills, the secretary added. 


She cited the need to look at issues such as work place literacy, barriers 
to labor-management cooperation, training and retraining, balancing demands of 
work and family, protecting retirement benefits, and maintaining high standards 
for safety and health in the workplace.

NEW FILM SHOWS WOMEN IN THE WORK FORCE TO STAY 


WASHINGTON -- With the growing role of women in the work force, another 
cliche is biting the dust. "There's No Such Thing As Women's Work", a 30- 
minute documentary from the Women's Bureau of the U.S. Department of Labor, 
provides a socio-economic and historical overview of women's growing role 
in the work force. 


Narrated by Carole Simpson, national news correspondent for 
ABC television, the film traces working women in America from the 
Colonial period through the Industrial Revolution, World War I, 
creation of the Women's Bureau in 1920, World War II, the 
adoption of the Civil Rights and Equal Pay Acts in the 1960's to 
the present. 


The film also addresses changing attitudes about such issues 
as employer-sponsored child care, on-the-job safety and health 
issues, and children's and women's protective labor laws. 


Music from various periods of American history is 
interspersed throughout the film as are photographs and film 
clips from historical archives. Also shown are interviews with 
outstanding women leaders such as former Women's Bureau Director 
Esther Peterson, businesswoman Nancy Clark Reynolds and 
Congresswoman Claudine Schneider (R-R.I.). 


Shirley M. Dennis, current Director of the Women's Bureau, 
noted that women comprise 44% of today's labor force and are 
projected to increase that ratio to 47% by the year 2000. In 
meeting the workplace challenges of the 80's and beyond, Dennis 
said, "Women are here to stay. We are seeking permanent 
solutions to the problems of balancing family and work, not quick 
fixes." 


In making this film available on a loan basis to interested 
individuals, Dennis said the Bureau hopes “to stimulate a better 
understanding of the many contributions working women have made 
to the nation's economy." She said such an awareness can help 
society deal with the issues confronting working women, their 
families and employers. 


An earlier version of the film was previewed at the 65th 
anniversary of the Women's Bureau in 1985. 


Just in time for Women's History Month in March, "There's No 
Such Thing As Women's Work," is available in VHS and 3/4" formats 
in both 30-minute and 15-minute versions. Copies of the film can 
be obtained for a 10-day loan period from the national office of 
the Women's Bureau.

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WASHINGTON--The Producer Price Index for Finished Goods

has reported. The index had declined in each of the last mo 


of 1987. 


Prices received by producers of intermediate goods rose 0.3 percent 
for the second consecutive month. The crude materials price index fell 1.1 
percent, the fourth decline in the last 5 months. 


At each of the three major stages of processing, food-related prices 
were higher in January, but prices for energy-related products decreased 
even more than .in most other recent months. Aside from these - two 
traditonally-volatile sectors, prices for many other items climbed 


considerably. 


Before seasonal adjustment, the Producer Price Index for Finished 
Goods increased 0.5 percent over the month to 106.2 on the new 1982=100 
base. 


Over the year ended in January 1988, the Finished Goods Price Index 
moved up 2.1 percent. During this same span, consumer food prices rose 2.4 
percent, the index for finished energy goods increased 1.7 percent, prices 
for consumer goods other than foods and energy advanced 2.7 percent, and 
capital equipment prices were up 1.2 percent. The Intermediate Goods Price 
Index climbed 5.4 percent from January 1987 to January 1988, and crude 
material prices were 4.9 percent higher that they had been 12 months 
earlier.

Among men, those who worked in executive, administrative, and 
managerial occupations earned the most--$667--during the fourth quarter of 
1987, according to a ‘report on usual weekly earnings of wage and salary 
workers by the U.S. Department of Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics.

The median earnings of Hispanic workers continued to lag behind those 
of blacks ($290 versus $306), according to a report of the 
U.S. Department of Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics on usual weekly 
earnings of wage and salary workers for the fourth quarter of 1987.
